EVENTS OF THE DAY. 


Murchison Turns Out to be 
George Osgoodby. 


HOW THE SKCBBT LEAKED OUT. 


Transfer of the County Funds Yes­ 
terday—Two Ladies on 
a Spree. 


The name of the man whose sobriquet 
through life will be Murchison has come 
to light, disclosed to the public at large 
by one of his friends at a dinner party at 
San-Juan-by-the-Kea, when the wine 
flowed freely on Sunday night. His name 
is George Osgoodby, a native of New 
York, 35 years of age, and he resides at 
Pomona. The tale told of the writing of 
the letter which drew from Minister 
Sackville West the opinions which sev­ 
ered his connection with the United 
States has very few romantic points about 
it. Osgoodby was a member of a Repub­ 
lican club at Pomona and one evening 
during the campaign be and other mem­ 
bers of the club, named V. Delbauner, 
C. D. Ambrose, P. J. Dreher and W. A. 
Bell met and decided to write letters to 
different parties throughout the country. 
Osgoodby wrote the letter to Minister 
West, signing his name as Murchi­ 
son, which 
was the name of 
his 
mother's family. When West’s reply 
came and he had exhibited it to one 
of the others in the secret, it waB stated 
that he had violated the law and he went 
to P. C. Tonner, a lawyer, to ascertain 
whether he had committed a crime. 
Tonner said he had not and obtained the 
letter. Tonner Bhowed it to Bell, who 
brought it to this city to show to Judge 
Fitzgerald, who took it to Henry Gage, 
and all three of them decided no crime 
had been committed and advised that 
the letter be made public. Osgoodby 
then took the letter to Colonel Otis, of 
the Timeu, in which paper it was pub­ 
lished. When it was found that the 
letter made a stir the five men who knew 
all about it pledged themselves to keep 
the secret. Some people who were ac­ 
cused of being Murchison did not deny 
it, and desirous of having the credit rest 
where it belonged, Osgoodby wrote per­ 
sonal letters to President-elect Harrison 
explaining the situation. He secured 
other letters to be written and convinced 
General Harrison of the truth of his 
claim aud in this way others learned of 
the affair. Up to Sunday twelve were in 
the secret and one of these told the 
name at the dinner party at San- 
Juan-by-the-Sea. One of the original 
five men was asked about the matter 
and, on being pressed, acknowledged 
that Osgoodby was Murchison. 
Another story in relation to the affair 
is thatOsguuduy wrote the letter to West 
before he told any one, and that after lie 
received the reply he had a conference 
with a few friends and made up his mind 
to give the letter to the public. On the 
18th of October, in company with Fran­ 
cis G. Haley, Osgoodby came to this 
city with the’ West letter. They visited 
the Times, but not finding Colonel Otis 
in, returned to Pomona. On the next 
day W. A. Bell came to the city with the 
letter and showed it to Henry Gage, who 
told him to take it to Judge Fitzgerald, 
who in turn called upon Colonel Otis, of 
the Times, and it was then decided 
to publisti it. Osgoodby then became 
frightened and refused to allow his 
name to be given to the public. He 
came to Los Angeles, where he staid un­ 
til after election, and then went back to 
Pomona. The secret of the authorship 
of the letter leaked out chiefly because 
parties to whom the honor, if there was 
any, belonged were claiming it. On the 
1st of January a letter waa drawn up by 
gentlemen who knew the facts, to be 
forwarded to General Harrison. This was 
for the purpose of defeating the claims 
of any other than Osgoodby to the author­ 
ship of the letter, but it was not in­ 
tended that the name should leak out 
until inauguration day.

The weight of a million of specie lacks 
only about 100 pounds of two tons, so

A n I n s a n e A s y lu m . 
Editor of Southern California Practi­ 
tioner: 
D e a r Sir—I was pleased to see in the 
October num ber an editorial agitating 
the provision for the care of the insane 
in the southern part of our State. The 
point which you make in regard to the 
danger to a 
patient 
suffering from 
maniacal excitem ent being taken a jour­ 
ney of 500 mileB on the cars is a strong 
one. I have seen a num ber of cases that 
staited from home in a condition of 
simple mania converted into cases of 
acute delirious mania term inating quickly 
in death by a journey of less than 300 
miles. 
Even where the ill effects of the 
journey are not so marked, the exhaus­ 
tion and excitement necessarily incident 
to a journey of twenty-four hours on the 
cars inevitably diminishes the probabili­ 
ties of recovery and adds unnecessary 
hardships to tbeir already unhappy lot. 
In the Iowa asylums I found that the 
counties near the asylum furnished the 
largest proportion of patients, and that 
the percentage of recoveries among tDese 
was larger than among those from more 
distant localities. The principal reasons 
for this are. first, a well managed asylum 
begets confidence in the communities 
near enough to it to allow frequent visit­ 
ing and inspection, hence their patients 
are eent in the early and enrabie stages 
of insanity and not after they have be­ 
come so violent as to be utterly unman­ 
ageable at home, or so demented and 
helpless as to be a perm anent bnrden to 
their friends or the S tate; second, the 
injurious effects of alo n g and exhaust­ 
ing journey are eliminated. 
People who would not hesitate to send 
their insane friends fifty or even one 
hundred miles away for treatm ent may 
■well delay deciding to send them five 
hundred miles, where it will be next to 
impossible to visit them and where the 
unfortunate may not see a fam iliar face 
for weeks or even m onths. It is probably 
a low estim ate to place the population of 
the seven southern counties of this State 
at 250,000, and the average distance 
from the county seats of these seven 
counties to the asylums at Napa must be 


over five hundred miles, and nearly so 
great to Stockten. 
I venture to assert 
th a t in no other civilized land is so large 
a population so isolated frox its insate 


TThrongh the courtesy of the Superin­ 
tendents of the asylums at Napa and 
Stockton, I learn that from January 1st 
to December 18th of this year rl888) 120 
patients were 
sent from the 
seven 
southern counties 
to these 
asylums. 
Thlük of i t ! 
One hundred and twenty 
sick people were obliged to go from 400 
to COO miles each in order to receive pro­ 
per treatm ent, and yet we boast that 
our State stands in the front ranks of the 
nineteenth centuary progress. 
We be­ 
lieve that for the sake of suffering 
humanity a hospital for the insane should 
be established in this portion of the 
State, and statistics 
can 
readily be 
produced which will show it to be good 
policy for the State from an economic 
standpoint. 
We trust, Mr. Editor, that you will 
continue the agitation of the m atter, and 
that the members of the Legislature at 
it» coming session will take active steps 
in that direction.

The City Council m et yesterday, Pres­ 
ident K uhrts in the chair, and Messrs. 
H um phreys, Boebyshell, Bryant, Bar­ 
rett, Karl, M oriarty, F ord,C ohn, W ilson, 
H an ley, Bineabaugh. iBhafer, Threlkeld 
and M cNally present. 
The city Surveyor was instructed to 
m ake the assessm ent for the opening of 
South Los A ngeles street. 
The C ity Attorney asked that he be 
allow ed $50 for paying the court expenses 
of several cases in w hich th e city is in­ 
terested. 
So ordered. 
The reports of th e various city officers 
were referred to the Finance Com m ittee. 
City Clerk StyleB reported that he had 
appointed W . L . Price and G eo. Herr 
m ann clerks in h is office. A ppointm ents 
confirmed. 
Street Superintendent Drown reported 
that th e ice water tank on the corner of 
First and Main streets had been placed 
there bv perm ission of the Council, and 
he did not like to rem ove it. 
Referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 
T he Street Superintendent reported 
that the street sw eeping was not being 
done according to contract, and that he 
would not approve the bills of the con­ 
tractor. 
Mr. Cohn m oved that the report bo 
received and filed, and that th e contract 
be rescinded. 
Captain Barrett said that the contrac­ 
tor had new m achinery on the road here 
and ho thought that the contract should 
not be rescinded until he had a chance 
to prove whether he could do the work. 
H e m oved that Mr. Burlingame be noti­ 
fied to sweep the streets according to his 
contract, ana to get a proper m achine in­ 
sid e of thirty days.

The resolutions of the Board of Trade 
published in th e H erald on Sunday 
morning were read. 
Those m atters relating to sew ers were 
transferred to the Sewer C om m ittee; 
those relating to h ouses of ill-fam e were 
referred to the Police C om m ission, and 
action on th e building m atters was de­ 
ferred until it íb ascertained w hether or 
n ot th e new Charter is adopted. 
T he report of the Board of Public 
W orks, as published in the H erald y es­ 
terday, was adopted. 
The recom m endation that the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Com panv franchise 
be granted was laid over until the after­ 
noon session.

A fte r n o o n S em i o n . 
Mr. H an ley m oved that th e chaingang 
be em ployed to repair the approaches to 
th e Daly-atreet bridge.

The m ajority of the Sew er Com m ittee, 
consisting of M essrs. W ilson, Barrett and 
Shafer, reported that it had carefully 
considered all th e sew er propositions, 
and believed that m ade by th e Pacific 
Sewerage C om pany, as am ended to be 
the best. 
Therefore, recom m ended that 
the Council authorize 
said Com m ittee 
w ith the City Surveyor and City Attor­ 
ney to draft a contract w ith said Sewer­ 
age Com pany and subm it the sam e at 
the n ext m eeting of this Council, pro­ 
vided a contract can be agreed upon. 
T he m inority report sign ed by Mr. 
Threlkeld and Dr. Bryant was as follow s: 
The undersigned, 
m em bers of 
the 
Special C om m ittee appointed to act in 
connection w ith the regular Sewer Com ­ 
m ittee, in the consideration of the sew ­ 
erage question, begs leave to subm it a 
m inority report. 
In dissenting from the 
m ajority in their report recom m ending 
the adoption of th e W est system , the un­ 
dersigned after fullv and thoroughly in­ 
vestigating tbe vital problem oi disposing 
of th e sewerage of this city, believes that 
it would be unw ise to engage in any ex­ 
perim ent

m onied and 
hygienic interests of the people would, to 
say the least, be left out upon the sea of 
uncertainty, if not absolutely endangered 
or lost in positive failure. 
The fact that 
Atlantic C ity, a place of 18,000 or 20,000 
population, situated a t an elevation of 
about eighteen inches above sea level 
and upon or near the Atlantic coast, 
where rains are copious and frequent, 
has adopted and is now using the W est 
system of sewerage, does not prove to 
me that this system is necessary or suit­ 
able 
in

A ngeles 
w hen 
we 
are 
situated 
at

elevation 
of 
not 
less 
than 
175 
feet 
above 
sea level, in a country of peculiar and 
uncommon characteristics in tbe matter 
of rainfall, where long seasons of drouth 
and sunshine are unbroken and the sem i­ 
tropic rays are more apt to engender dis­ 
ease in epidem ic form s than in northern 
cities, satisfies m e that any system of 
deodorization or disposition of th e sew age 
should be regarded w ith doubts as to its 
efficiency. 
The discharge from th is city 
is at least 1,000,000 gallons of sewage 
every twenty-four hours, said discharge 
weighing about 8,000,000 pounds, a t least 
eight per cent, of which is solid or sludge 
matter (the rest liquid), w hich solid m at­ 
ter would weigh at this estim ate about 
640,000 pounds, or 320 tons, to be dis­ 
posed of daily. 
That tbiB excreta can be 
cared lor and disposed of by the W est 
system or any other system of filtration 
is to m e a problem shrouded in the dark­ 
est doubt and uncertainty. It is urged 
by the parties claim ing ownership of the 
W est system and a patent therefor, that 
their plan is cheaper than an outfall 
sewer to th e ocean. 
T his m ay be bo 
primarily, 
but 
how 
about 
th e 
future? 
Suppose 
the 
enterprise or 
experim ent 
(and 
it 
is 
purely 
experim ental so far as this city and its 
clim atic 
peculiarites 
are 
concerned, 
should prove a disastrous failure—that 
their filter beds should prove to be hot. 
beds, w herein disease, such as diptheria, 
typhoid and yellow fevers are generated, 
w hat th en ? 
W ould not one blighting 
visitation of this kind prove more expen­ 
sive in the end in financial loss and 
heartrending distress to the unfortunate 
households that m ight fall victim s of this 
experim ent? 
It is claim ed and was so 
m aintained in the session of th e com m it­ 
tees, that an outfall sew er to the ocean 
would cost $400,000, $500,000, or even 
$800,000, and that the savin g to the peo­ 
ple by investing in the W est system e x ­ 
perim ent would justify this Council in 
giving this experim ent a trial. 
Let us 
look at the question from th is stand­ 
point. 
Suppose that w e try the W est 
system at an outlay of $50,000, with an 
annual expense of $10,000, and th e thing 
should prove a failure,as I believe it w ill, 
would it not be better aud cheaper to 
build 
an 
outfall 
sew er, 
even 
at 
th e 
m axim um 
am ount 
above 
re­ 
cited? 
A n other: Labor, m aterials, etc., 
would 
be 
furnished 
here 
at hom e 
and our own citizens reap the benefit of 
th e ontlay, as th e m oney paid out by th e 
city would find its way into th e channels 
of trade and steadily flow back into the 
pockets of the taxpayers, thus giving 
work to the now unem ployed and bread 
to their children. 
W hen this outfall 
sewer is com pleted we know , and the 
world w ill know , that we have reared a 
safeguard to health w hich is permanent, 
actual and efficacious. 
If a system of 
filtration is adopted bv this city the un 
deraigned is of th e opinion that th e sy s­ 
tem offered by Mr. D aly, which is now 
in operation in the Arroyo Seco, a short 
distance from th e city, and w hich is pro­ 
posed without cost to the city, is th e best 
filtration system offered, as by inspection 
its operations can be seen , its effects 
judged and its m erits determ ined. 
E n ­ 
tertaining th ese view s the undersigned 
would respectfully recom m end that the 
several system s of disposing of the sew ­ 
age of the eity by filtration be rejected 
and action be a t once taken for th e con­ 


struction of an ontfall sewer of sufficient 
dim ensions to m eet present and future 
requirements of 
this 
progressive and 
rapidly growing city, w hich is destinen 
to become in the near future th e great 
sanitarium of the continent, believing as 
we do that an outfall sew er properly con­ 
structed would so successfully and favor­ 
ably advertise th is city as a health re­ 
sort that the influx of population, accre­ 
tion of wealth and inflow of capital 
would more than fourfold reim burse us 
for the outlay in the erection of such a 
sewer, which all adm it is a certain and 
positively safe m ode of guarding against 
epidem ics of all kinds. 
Mr. Cohn asked that the City Attorney 
furnish an opinion as to w hether a con­ 
tract could be m ade for fifty years. 
Mr. W ilson said that if the contract 
could not be drawn legally it would not 
be presented to the Council. 
Mr. W ilson spoke in favor of the W est 
Sewage Com pany’s proposition. 
President K uhrts said that there was 
a protest against the erection of the 
works. 
The protest w as read. 
Dr. Bryant said that the gasses which 
would arise from th e filter beds would 
carry disease and spread it around the 
country. 
Captain Barrett said that tb e Pacific 
Sewage Com pany would erect the works 
and give it a trial for six m onths, or if 
the Company were given a franchise for 
fifty years, it would take caie of the sew ­ 
age for nothing. 
Mr. Barrett m oved that the whole m at­ 
ter be referred to the C ity Attorney and 
Sewer C om m ittee to formulate a con­ 
tract w ith the Sewerage Company. 
Mr. Threlkeld objected to this w ay of 
disposihg of the m atter. 
H e did not 
think that th is system was good for the 
city. 
Mr. Cohn said that he had found a 
m an last year who would build th e out­ 
fall sewer in 120 days for $250,000 and 
this proposition was 
rejected by the 
Council, and he thought that it would do 
no harm to let. the Pacific Company 
erect its works and if they were not good 
they could be rejected. 
Mr. H um phreys thought 
that 
the 
whole sew er m atter should be discussed 
by the whole Council at a special m eet­ 
ing, and he m oved that proposals be ad­ 
vertised for, and that the pub lic, the 
Board of Trade, Cham ber of Com m erce 
be invited to express their opinions on 
the subject.

It does not fall in the line of every one 
to be a witness of the transfer of immense 
sum s of money, which is a frequent inci­ 
dent of governmental transactions, and 
which in the United States depositories 
are confined to the great cities. During 
the past week we h a\e been treated in 
Los Angeles to transfers of coin that are 
sensational in their magnitude. 
Last 
week the Farmers’ A M erchants’ Bank 
handed over upwards of $480,000, to cer­ 
tain designated banks, of the city funds 
of which it had been the custodian. 
Yesterday it did even a m ore colossal 
scale of work in that line, turning over 
to Connty Treasurer Banbury $961,000.80 
of the county’s moneys, which were dis­ 
tributed by the new Treasurer to the First 
National, to the Los Angeles National, 
and to the California National banks. 
I t is understood that later a portion of 
this money will go to th e Pasadena 
banks. The m oney thus turned over 
does not include $48,000 of outstanding 
w arrants and the am onnt w hich is to be 
sent to Sacram ento as this county’s pro­ 
portion of the taxes of the State, which 
has not yet been determ ined. 
Ab it is, we have seen w ithin a week 
the oldest of our banks tarn over up­ 
wards of a million and a half dollars, 
and yet leaving itself with cash on hand 
and cash with approved baDks am ount­ 
ing to upwards of three millions of dol­ 
lars.

B e e t s L o c a lly a n d H i s t o r i c a l l y . 
The sugar beet industry has a histor­ 
ical as well as a local interest. Angelenos 
think much just now of the feasibility of 
retiring the sugar cane of the We6t In­ 
dies and even of Louisiana in favor of a 
vegetable which can be grown here in 
great abundance twice a year, and the 
establishm ent of sugar beet sugar facto­ 
ries in our lim its is now a most tempting 
proposition. 
The Spreckels, father and 
son, stand ready to inaugurate the new 
industry. and all they ask is that our 
farmers shall co-operate. 
For years it 
has been known that the grapes of Los 
Angeles county have a larger proportion 
of saccharine matter than those of any 
other portion of the State. It is this fact 
which has given the pre-eminence to our 
sweet wines and which has prevented us 
from making the light clarets of the Sono­ 
m a and Napa valleys. The presumption 
is therefore conclusive th at the sam erauk 
richness and depth of soil which so im ­ 
pregnate our grapes w ith saccharine 
properties will do the same kindly office 
by oar beets. 
Los Angeles has a history 
as to beets. 
In size they are approached 
by those of no region of earth outBide of 
other favored regions of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. W ith the ability to raise beets 
of more than standard sweetness and of 
phenomenal size we shall at once begin 
to grow them , doubtless to our signal 
profit. 
This is the local view of the beet ques­ 
tion, and now to the historical aspect of 
the question. W hen the long struggle 
between England and France began, fol­ 
lowing upon the first French Revolution, 
th e latter country lost her dependencies 
in the W est Indies, San Domingo, Hayti 
and others, from 
which the French 
people derived their sugar. The First 
Napoleon 
at 
once 
started 
in 
to 
make 
France 
independent 
of 
the 
rest of 
the world as regards this 
staple so important to the comfort of hi9 
people, and he offered liberal bounties 
for the production of beet sugar. The 
result of his statesmanlike policy was 
that Germany followed his lead, and to­ 
day those great countries are self-sustain­ 
ing in this staple. 
To cultivate sugar cane successfulljye- 
quires the cheapest kind of labor. Tuit 
was the secret of the prosperity of the 
sugar interest in the South in the old 
days. 
To cultivate the sugar beet 
Southern California there is no such pre­ 
requisite. 
Here its yield is so great that 
as the H e b a l d showed editorially yester­ 
day, on the authority of Mr. J . D. 
Spreckels, a careful farm er near Watson­ 
ville netted $225 an acre on this root. 
What is needed now is that the farmers 
of this county shall put in five thousand 
acres in the sugar beet. 
The 6eed being 
supplied by the Spreckels Syndicate, the 
course is clear. 
Speed the good w ork! 


O u r H a r b o r . 
Efforts have for years been persistently 
made to belittle San Pedro harbor. De­ 
spite this, there has stood out in bold 
relief the eiguificant fact th a t the sa­ 
gacious builders of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, have at all times stood by the 
harbor as the most preferable of any 
south of San Francisco for the transac­ 
tion of commercial business. That same 
company now with the bright light of 
the

$1,000,000 on a great wharf at that 
place. Then there is the other fact that 
a new railroad by which the Union

Pedro. 
In the H e r a l d to-day is published 
detailed statem ent of the business done 
at San Pedro during the year 1888, just 
closed.

T h e H e r a l d has frequently set forth 
the cheering view that ten acres of the 
ertile soil of Los Angeles county was 
worth more than a quarter section of the 
best grain or corn land in any State in 
the valley cf the M ississippi, and that 
family could make an independent living 
from such a 
small 
patch 
of our 
prolific territory. Profits of grape-grow­ 
ing, of orange culture, ot alfalfa fields 
of dairying and of poultry raising have 
been figured out from indubitable facts to 
establish this view. 
And now we are to 
have another industry added to a long 
list which will put this proposition be­ 
yond the sphere of doubt. Mr. Spreckels 
is authority for the statem ent that in the 
Pajaro Valley, 
Santa 
Clara County 
farmers 
make $225 
per 
acre 
from 
a single crop of sugar beets. 
He states 
that the average price realized for this 
root at the sugar refinery in that section 
is over $7 per ton, and that the yield 
runs at about thirty tons to the acre, 
That is $210 per acre. 
At this average 
rate ten acres will yield $2,100 worth of 
beets. 
It is a good w heat farm in any 
State which will turn off tw enty bushels 
of grain an acre. That is 3,200 bushels 
for a farm of 160 acres. To the farmer 
seventy-five cents a bushel is a good 
price for wheat. That is $2,400 for the 
crop off his quarter section—if he sells it 
all. 
He m ust keep seed for next year 
and that will come to nearly 100 bushels, 
and will take $75 off his profits. Be­ 
sides, it will cost him m uch more in 
labor for 
seediug, 
harvesting 
and 
threshing his wheat crop than it will 
cost our farm er to handle the 300 tons 
of beets from his ten-acre patch. Even 
with one crop of beets onr farm er is away 
ahead of his brother iu Illinois, wno owns 
160 acres of land. But here we can produce 
two crops of beets a year, and thus 
double discount the western fellow, and 
our man has the glorious climate to live 
long in while the other has to face the 
winter’s blizzards with his ears and nose 
nipped by the frost, his fingers dead with 
the cold, and his toes afire with chil­ 
blains.

C h ic a g o , January 7.— During the argu­ 
ments in Judge Tuley’s court to-day in 
the m atter of tbe application of the An­ 
archists for an injunction to prevent the 
police from breaking up th e public m eet­ 
ings of the so-called Arbeiter Bund, tbe 
proceedings were enlivened by a warm 
speech made by Attorney K night, Assist­ 
ant Corporation Connsel. Judge Tuley 
had been putting some hypothetical 
cases and asking some questions that 
seemed to indicate th a t he favored 
giving the Arbeiter Band a chance. 
After 
considerable 
discussion 
the 
Judge finally 6aid: 
“ I know as well 
as 
anybody 
that 
a 
tight 
rein 
must be drawn on violence and th at dis­ 
order must be held with an iron h a n d ; 
but I know fully as well that the police 
m ust not l>e allowed to overstep the lim­ 
its of reason and law. 
The police are 
apt to grow in the belief th at they are not 
the guardians of the peace but auto­ 
crats, and th a t their power is unlim ited.” 
Mr. Knight arose and said : “ That may 
be, but if th e police do exceed tbe 
bounds of their 
authority they are 
answ erable to the court. 
But, 
Your 
Honor, you 
are 
falling into the same 
run th at the Master 
in 
Chancery 
tum bled into. 
You 
are 
saying 
in effect, 
‘I believe 
w hat 
these 
Anarchists say when they aver th a t they 
are assembling for peaceable purposes, 
and I do not believe w hat the police say 
when they aver th a t these people are 
meeting for unlawful purposes.’ 
More 
im portant to the people of this State and 
city than interference with the meetings 
of a few rabid Anarchists, is the principle 
that no court shall interfere w ith the 
executive adm inistration of affairs by the 
city government.

Judge Tuley had listened to this speech 
quietly, though several times the color 
came and went iu his face.

Public opinion 
never lias and never will determ ine the 
law as laid down from this bench. If 
the people come to this country, the 
veriest crim inals Europe or any other 
country ever produced, and whether 
they are foreigners or natives, they have

law affords. 
There is no danger that 
this court will exceed its jurisdiction.

Bodayla caused the arreet of Shofford, on 
the charge of criminal assault upon his 
wife. Shofford was sentenced a short 
time to imprisonment in the County 
Jail, and when he was released he made 
such serious threats against the life of 
Bodayala 
that

arrested and incarcerated in 
ail. 
After his release he returned to Gilman, 
und since then he made numerous threats 
against Bodayla,who made arrangements 
to remove to San Francisco.

Chae Chan Ping then sued 
out a w rit of habeas corpus in the United 
States Circuit Court, which being re­ 
fused, an appeal was taken to this Court. 
It was contended on his behalf that the 
Scott act declaring the return certifi­ 
cates void, was unconstitutional and

It is sought to have the case advanced 
for hearing on the ground that the case 
is one of great importance, involving 
thousands of certificates, many of the 
holders of which have considerable prop­ 
erty interests in the United States, and 
that delay on a determination of the 
case would result in a great injury to 
the persons affected.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d —The estim ates for 
an artificial harbor on this coast, ade­ 
quate to the adm ission and shelter of 
the largest ships, w hen they were made 
several years ago, reached the sum of 
twenty-five millions of dollars. 
The 
price of steel has declined, so that now 
the same could be done for ten millions. 
It is ridiculous to attem pt to d o anything 
on the small appropriation that has been 
made. In fact, it is well know n by those 
interested in keeping up the present 
status that this appropriation will do no 
good. And th a t is just what the San 
Francisco people require of their Sena­ 
tors and Representatives in Congress 
—to defeat 
any 
adequate m eas­ 
ures 
looking 
toward the 
creation 
of a port of entry here for large ships. 
Therefore, if for no other or better rea­ 
son. we m ust have th e State divided.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
R eso lu tio n * A dopted by tlae M eet­ 
in g L a st M u h t. 
The Historical Society of Southern 
California met in the Council chamber 
leet night, President H. D. Barrows',in 
the chair. 
B. A. Stephens was ap­ 
pointed secretary pro tern. 
Treasurer J. M. Guinn presented his 
Annual report for 1888 as follows: Re­ 
ceipts, $227.55; expenditures, $101; 
balance on hand, $126.55. 
Curator Ira Moore requested that all 
the property of the Society be moved 
to the Normal 8chool for cataloguing, 
and it was so ordered. 
President Barrows delivered his annual 
address. 
E. W. Jones reported the files com­ 
pleted for 1888 of the H brald and 
Tribune, and part of the Exprés* and 
Times. 
The donations of fifty different books, 
pamphlets, pictures, maps and papers 
were reported. 
Father J. Adam read an interesting re­ 
port of his travels in Italy and Egypt 
during the winter of 1887-8. The society 
thanked him for the paper, which was 
placed among the archives. 
Tbe following resolutions were adopted : 
W h ereas, At the fifth annual session 
of the American Historical Association 


held in December, 1888, in Washingtcn 
D C., in closing his address Dr. Pool 
Slid: “There are many manuscripts of 
great historical importance to this coun­ 
try in European archives, and that J. F. 
Stevens, an officer of the State Depart­ 
ment, residing in London for twenty 
vears, has been engaged at bis own ex­ 
pense at the work of copying and arrang­ 
ing these records, and that successive 
Secretaries of State have recommended 
Congress to make the appropriation for 
the purchase and publication of Stevens' 
capers, but nothing has ever been 
done, and that Stevens now proposes to 
issue five volumes of these papers at a 
cost to each subscriber of $500, and that 
a great government like ours should not 
require students of its history to supply 
themselves with this material at private 
expense,” therefore be it • 
Resolved, That the Historical Society 
of Southern California indorses the re­ 
commendations heretofore made by the 
respective Secretaries of State to Congress 
to make an appropriation for the pur­ 
chase and publication of the aforesaid 
8tevens papers. 
Resolved, That all historical societies 
throughout the United 8tates be re­ 
quested to urge upon the Secretary of 
State a renewal of tbe recommendations 
made by his predecessors; that petitions 
to the same effect be sent from each so­ 
ciety to each house of Congress, and that 
personal appeals be made to members of 
their body, and that a sufficient number 
should be printed to allow one set to 
each Bociety and State library.
